Transmittal 


To the Honorable Town Council and the Citizens of the Town of Scarborough: 


Ir is with pleasure that I submit this report of the administration and operation of your local government for the 
third year of operation of the Council - Manager government of the Town of Scarborough. This report has been 
prepared in accordance with the requirements of Section 303.4 of the Charter of the Town of Scarborough. 


Several new programs were initiated this year, among these were a summer youth recreation program, new 
Bulkhead program at the Higgins Beach Area and Pine Point Area, expanded Police Service and expanded Nurs: 
ing Services contracted from the Portland Visiting Nurse Association, Many of the new programs were worked out 
by participation of citizen committees, and it is gratifying to have their continued interest and dedication, 

The consolidation of the police dispatching service with the twenty-four hour fire dispatching service that was 
faithfully operated by Mrs. Blizabeth Libby for many years was developed and in operation by the end of 1972. 
This program was developed as a result of the retirement of Mrs. Libby. 

One new staff member was added at the Town Hall during the year. Mr. Paul Lempicki was appointed Building 
Inspector to replace Mr. Roger Fogg who retired in June of this year. Mr. Lempicki also serves as Electrical In- 
spector, Alternate Plumbing Inspector and Zoning Officer. 

During 1972 the revaluation program for the property tax was completed. Many homeowners realized a decrease 
in their tax bill from the previous year. This was due mainly to equalization of land values which have increased tre- 
mendously in recent years, together with a substantial gain in commercial and industrial type properties. 

Although there is a downward trend in development of real estate property in recent months, it is hoped that the 
1973 tax rate can be stabilized with the addition of Federal Revenue Sharing and a nominal gain in new property 
valuation. 

The year 1972 has been a trying, however, a prosperous year for the Town of Scarborough. The success of the 
many programs and projects is due to the continued efforts of the Town Council, Boards and Committees and the 
municipal employees. To all these I express my sincere gratitude and appreciation.

To the ywn Manager, Town Council and Citizens of the Town of Scarborough: 

annual report for 1972 as your Director of Public Works I find it necessary to say the least, it was 
referring to the many nature disaster experiences we had to cope with during all the seasons of 
with the February and March coastal storms that caused many thousands of dollars damage, the sum- 
e of the same, with the so-called Algae that resulted in many disturbances from our summer residents 
nd for good reason; but something almost impossible to cope with in trying to keep the beaches in a 
sanitary condition. The fall season brought more of the same in coastal storms that tore away again 
each front that had been repaired, and adding other areas in its wake. This necessitated more unex- 
ures, in the hauling of ledge rock, gravel, etc. to repair for the winter season coming upon us. The 
Pi ks Department weathered the storms, so-called in repairing some of the disaster areas in a very efficient 
manner, but other areas were not done so efficiently because of economical reasons beyond our control. 


Scme of these areas are being considered in our Capital Improvement procedure that were started in 1972. We are 
now taking these more complex problems under consideration in future programming and planning by using the capital 
improvement procedures. 

Changing the tempo and on a much higher note, it does give me pleasure in reporting the findings and results from 


the comp'etion of our first year of operation of our municipal Garage. As was stated last year we hoped to include 
all Departments within the Town, and we did just that; in performing complete maintenance repairs and serivce to 
all who requested. I am confident that our work preformed on all vehicles of the Town has resulted in a savings to 
normal costs, as well as the convenience of service. 

With all departments using this service it now gives us a total of roughly sixty pieces of equipment that must be 
maintained as required. The procedures set up at the beginning of the year have had to be changed only slightly to 
meet all the demands and services rendered. 

Our summer program was expanded by increasing our heavy maintenance hottopping operations on main arteries 
of the Town, namely U.S, Route No, 1, On the section of Route 1 that was done, this is the first overlay that has been 
put on in over thirty years. My programming is to continue the remaining sections of the ‘Town's responsibility in 1973. 
This not only gives better riding quality, but also improves the drainage situations. The Berry Road was reconsructed 
with the use of Town Road Improvement funds, provided by the Department of Transportation and Town moneys. 
The finishing off of shoulder and roadway to finish grade, and completion of penetration of asphale will be done in 
1973.

ur Durch Elm Disease program and the replacement of trees was continued at a high rate of priority within 
Town ways as far as funds would allow. Reminding all citizens of this killing disease of Elms that removal is a must 
once the disease gets to the tree. Trees left standing beyond one year will create a very dangerous condition to property 
‘Thinking back to all the trees that were removed by Town forces and some with professional help, if they were still 
standing during the heavy wind storms, the Town would have been in for a lot of problems with maintenance and 


power failures. By staying on top of these problems of removal, etc, we had a very minimum of calls of this nature 


The famous old Pier and Floats at the Pine Point Co-op have finally been declared as unsafe, and for economical 
reason, beyond repair for safe usage. A decision has been made and a contract for plans and specifictions has been 
signed with construction of a new facility for he 1973 season. 


The old facility was constructed by the fishermen of the area with help from the Town many years ago. With the 
increase in use of this type of facility, the decision rendered, I think, was one well deserved and will be an asset to our r 
Town. 


‘New equipment purchases for 1972 include a new four wheel drive grader, wing, bulldozer blade and V-Plow 
Also a new one and one-half ton capacity compaction roller and tag along trailer to haul roller. A small maintenance 
truck, dump body with a nine foot reversible plow blade and two-way radio. 


This being a portion of the Town of Scarborough’s Public Works Department's responsibilities and with mention 
ing only some of the highlights of 1972, we will be continuing to give more and better service to our Townspeople. 


In summary I might mention to all of our new citizens in particular, that the Public Works Headquarters are 
located at 131 Black Point Road, one mile from Route 1 heading south. For any informational calls dea 
Public Works activities, or complaints, etc. feel free at any time to call 883-5159 during Monday through Friday, 
and during storms we have someone on duty throughout our operation. The Public Works Department Personnel, 
in its entirety, strive to give a fair and just answer to all who request; realizing our duties and responsibility weigh 
heavily in the category of Service.

The Recreation Advisory Committee continues in its effort to expand the recreation picture in Scarborough with 
the development of recreation facilities and programs for the citizens of our town. 

A summer recreation program was initiated in Scarborough during July and August under the direction of Mr. 
Philip Martin and Miss Barbara Greenleaf. 

The Greater Portland Council of Governments, as part of its Open Space and Recreation Plan, is currently 
working to establish a regional system of “Safe Bicycle Routes”. Working with the Scarborough Police Depart 
ment, this committee has submitted several proposed safe bicycle routes along existing roadways in town. 

In August an inventory was done of Scarborough’s open area for the purpose of future recreation development. 


The committee has temporarily filed the recreation development of the Blue Point Recreation Area due to the 
high costs of property line surveys and Professional Land Planning as required by the State of Maine. It is hoped 
that in the near future a State Grant could be made available. In turn, the Old Blue Point School area is being 
developed to include Tennis and Basketball courts as well as a small Mini-Park. 

Once again, a Hunter Safety Course was held in cooperation with the Scarborough Gun Club. As winter ap- 
proaches a Snowmobile Maintenance Clinic was held with a fairly good attendance. 

Realizing the need of a Senior Citizens Program in Scarborough the committee began its plans with the assis- 
tance of the Greater Portland Senior Citizens Services. The West Scarborough Methodist Church was chosen as 
a meeting place and an organizational meeting was held in January of 1973. 

For several months this committee met with the School Board in hopes of beginning an Evening Recteation Pro- 
gram. With the School Board’s approval the High School facilities were made available. Through the efforts of 
Mr. Alexander Juniewicz, instructors were found for the following courses: Women’s Slimnastics, Personal Typ- = 
ing, Woodworking, Basic Sewing and Leathercraft. If enough citizens responded, these courses would begin in 
January. : 

The continued success of recreation in Scarborough could not have been accomplished without the 
cooperation from the Town Council, the School Board, Mr. Carl Burnham, Mr. Robert Steele and WV 
Sheehan, the Town Planner, and many others.

USE OF SCHOOL FACILITIES P 

‘As was agreed by the Recreation Advisory Committee and the Board of Education, we made use of the school facilities 
at Scarborough High School and Scarborough Junior High School. To differing degrees the two gymnasiums, the 
tennis courts, the basketball backstop area, and all of the athletic fields were used. The two sixty-foot baseball dia- 
monds and the tennis courts were used as much as anything else. The only times that the gymnasiums were used were 
when the rains came. The Junior High School was used in the month of July and the High School was used in 
August. 

We found excellent cooperation from Mr, Milliken and his staff and the administration of both schools. We sin- 
cerely hope their work schedules were not hindered to any extent. 


USE OF SCHOOL EQUIPMENT 

Baseballs, soccer balls, basketballs, playground balls, volleyballs, a volleyball net, softballs, bats, and catching 
equipment were used by the recreation program. Also, a very small amount of medical supplies were used such as 
bandaids, germicide, and elastic wraps. As none of the equipment was lost or broken, none will have to be replaced. 
What litele amount of medical supplies were used is negligible. The director and his assistant supplied tennis balls 
to those who needed them, and in some instances, tennis rackets. 


INJURIES TO PARTICIPANTS 

There were no serious injuries that required doctor's care. To the director's knowledge no insurance claims were 
filed. 
OUTSIDE INFLUENCE 

Only two or three minor disturbances occured, There was no need for calling the police at any time One problem 
that did arise was the tarring of the roads and parking lots. We were not told that it was going to occur and some 
parents made very minor cmplaints about those inconveniences which occur with tarring. Had we known ahead of 
time we could have adjusted our activities or called them off altogether. 


ACCEPTANCE OF ACTIVITIES BY PARTICIPANTS 
1. Jogging: The jogging program which I was assured by some of my friends in recreation would be a success was 
Perhaps there would have been participants had it been timed more conveniently such as in the evening. 
Volleyball did not enjoy the success here that it did at the beaches around the country. lently 
this is a sport more enjoyed by young adults and adults rather than the age groups we had included. The position 
‘of the courts and its proximity to a heavily populated mosquito area did not help this activity, although it was one 
which had some small amount of co-ed participation. 
3, Soccer: Soccer was an activity that suffered from lack of people. As it takes twenty-two to play the game cor- 
rectly, there were very few days that we attempted to play. Those few times that we played the participants thoroughly 
enjoyed soccer, but they became very tired quickly because of the heat and the fact that they had to cover more ground 
than usual on the one hundred yard field. 
4. Baseball: Baseball proved to produce the greatest participation, particularly the twelve and thirteen age boys. 
weren't very interested in instruction, but certainly enjoyed playing the game. 
5. Softball: Softball was the second most popular sport with the girls, particularly the junior high school age girls.

9. Dance and Exercise Class: The dance and exercise class was quite successful except for the last week of the 


summer, We suspect that ic would be worthwhile doing again; though perhaps different hours would be advisable 
to draw the interest of adults and young adults as well as the nine, ten, and eleven year olds that took part this past 


summer. 
10. Tennis: People playing tennis were as often as not adults. We had very few problems with people monopoliz- 


ing the courts though most people played nearer two hours at a time rather that the suggested time of one hour. Dur- 
ing the day hours there was very little need for enforcing the one hour rule. People treated each other fairly and were 
congenial. We understand by word of mouth that this was not always true of the evening hours when the courts were 


in more demand. 
11. Others: There were other games played by the younger girls which we will nor mention. 


SUGGESTIONS AND THOUGHTS FOR THE FUTURE 
1. Aquatics: We believe that somewhere in the recreation program some sort of aquatics should be instituted. 
Whether this means beginning swimming at a place like Hillock’s or simply providing transportation to our beaches, 
we are not sure. We realize that his would mean a considerable expense. 
2. Adults: It is our belief that adults and young adults need and desire as much recreation as the youngsters that 
we designed the program to suit this past summer. Possibilities for them might be a slow pitch softball league for both 
men and women or opening the gymnasiums during the summer to different groups as is done during the school 
year. These things would be necessarily scheduled in the evenings. 
3. Lights for the Tennis Courts: If it proves feasible from economic and supervisory standpoint, we would like to 
see lighting for our present cennis courts and any additional tennis courts. Mest of our townspeople who want to play 
tennis frequently find it difficult to make enough day light for their sport other than week ends. 
4. Summer Soccer League: For some six or eight summers now there has been an area men’s adult summer soccer 
league functioning in the area. Also, last year there was formed a companion high school league which in the past 
years had been incorporated with the adult league. These people have proven that they have a well functioning 
organization. Our suggestion is that the town pay for the officials if this is requested by our local entry to the league. 
In the interests of the activity and the health of the participants this would be of help as many of the games have 
been played without officials and fights have occured. There were over twenty high school boys playing and slightly 
under twenty men playing in the adult league. 
5. Spraying for Mosquitoes: If there is a possibility of spraying for mosquitoes without hurting our ecological 
balance, we believe that any summer recreation programs would benefit. We suggest that only the athletic areas and 
the woods and brush adjacent to the athletic areas be sprayed. If the powers that be do not believe that this is in the 
best interests of the town, then so be it. 
6. Busing: Busing could be considered from the standpoint of the regular daily program, and has been mentioned 
before, any swimming program.

The police department made great strides in 1972. Through the efforts of many interested citizens, that met with 
the Chief of Police and Town Council, we were able to initiate Scarborough’s Crime Check Program. This has 
kept the police department busier than ever checking out suspicious acting subjects, but we feel that the time is well 
spent and it has helped to control crime to a certain extent. 

In June with the aid of the Federal Alcohol Safety Action program we were able to obtain one cruiser fully equip- 
ped with radio’s and lights at no cost to the Town of Scarborough. With this new program in effect the apprehension 
of violators and court convictions have increased over 400%. Needless to say that this sort of patroling removes many 
of the hazardous drivers from the highway, making our roads that much safer for our citizens. Although this is 
not 100% protection, we feel that ic is a step in the right direction. 

With the closing of the year 1972 we incorporated Fire, Rescue and Police dispatching with 24 hour coverage at 
the new Police Station. 


_ We are now asking for a grant from the Federal Safe Streets Program to purchase and install a new communica 
tions system. Hopefully this will be accomplished in 1973 enabling the police department to haye their own frequency, 
operating independently from other Town departments. This will initiate efficient Fire and Police operation. 


_ Your police department now ranks as one of the finest in the State of Maine. Hopefully with the cooperation and 
interest of our Towns people we will be able to hold this reputation and serve the citizens of Scarborough.

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Report of the School Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Scarborough: 

The growth continues! Scarborough schools opened this fall with an enrollment increase of 10%. Needless to say 
this had considerable impact on the housing problem that already existed. All available rooms are being used at this 
time and some of these are far from ideal. All sixth grade classes are being housed at the high school in the original 
wing, and three fifth grades are at the junior high. Both the high school and junior high will need these rooms in 
the future so it is hoped that the addition to the junior high will be completed by the fall of 1974 and will alleviate 
the existing problem. 

This is the first time in three years that we can say that the educational program of Scarborough has shown some 
needed growth. A physical education program has been introduced at the elementary level and is very popular with 
the students. The learning disabilities program is having a great impact on many students, and some of them have 
adjusted to the school environment for the first time since they entered school. 

‘The secondary curriculum is undergoing an extensive study at this time and it is anticipated that in September of 
1974 the English curriculum will offer courses to sophomores, juniors and seniors which may be completed in quarter- 
ly units, in place of the present full year course requirements, Our secondary students are making better utilization 
of the area vocational school and it is hoped this trend will continue. 

My present concerns rest with health education for all grades, guidance at the elementary level, better coordination 
of all programs at all levels, and the continued population growth. 

In my six years in Scarborough I must say that this has been the most gratifying year, and only through the hard 
work and cooperation of all staff and the continued support from the community was this possible.

The Scarborough Sanitary District has completed its third year of operation and its last year of financial support 
from a town appropriation. During the past year a new rate schedule was adopted by the Trustees and approved by 
the Public Utilities Commission. All future projects of the District to be undertaken must be on a self supporting 
basis. 

During the summer months, Whitman & Howard, Inc. conducted a Pilot Plant Study to determine if additional 
capacity beyond design capacity is available at the Oak Hill Plant. The result of this study will be the subject of a 
Public Hearing to be held in 1973 by the Department of Environmental Protection. 

The Oak Hill Treatment Plant has treated an average of 4.7 million gallons per month or a total of 56,091,900 
gallons for the year 1972. This is an increase of 3,734,400 gallons over 1971 ava cost of $530.32 per million gallons or 
a reduction in cost of $47.82 per million gallons. 

This year the Operators have made 78 inspections of house connections or sewer line construction with the following 
additions to the system: 


Residential 81 Commercial 3 Industrial 2 

Compared to the number of units added the flow is low. This is primarily due to the cooperation of Humpty Dump- 
ty in reducing the flow and B. ©. D. loading discharged from their plant. 

‘A new program of hiring two High School Students for the summer months was initiated this year. This project 
of outside maintenance and line repair was very successful and will be continued next year, 

The two full time operators of the Sanitary District continue thei education and training by participation in a 
short course on Waste Water Treatment held at the University of Maine, and a seminar on Chlorine handling and_ 
safety. 

During the past year, we were saddened by the death of Roderick B. Littlefield who was the first chi 
Sanitary District, and a most active supporter. His advice and contribution from his wealth of experien 
nent businessman will be greatly missed. _

T hereby submit my 28th annual report as District Nurse for the Town of Scarborough. 

This report is from January 1, to September 1, 1972. My duties as town nurse came to an end on August 1, and a 
substitute nurse took over for the month of August. On September Ist the town contracted with the Portland Visiting 
Nurse Association for the services of a nurse until December 31st. 

326 home visits were made to the acutely ill, child and adult health supervision, social service, communicable dis- 
ease, etc. 

112 interviews were held with town and school personnel, doctors and other co-workers to discuss the many 
problems that arise from time to time. 

Many patients were given assistance in keeping clinic appointments at the hospital and in several instances trans- 
portation was provided. 

A great many meetings were held during the year to discuss the joining of four Visiting Nurse Agencies, the 
ways and means of doing so and the problems this presented, These meetings were held at the offices of the Portland, 
Westbrook, Cape Elizabeth and Scarborough Nursing Associations. One meeting took place at Valle’s, one at the 
Southern Maine Comprehensive Association and two all day meetings in Augusta.

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report, present fairly 
the financial position of the Town of Scarborough at December 31, 1972, and the 
results of its operations for the period indicated.

Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the acuracy of recorded cash tt 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depository and/or 
‘An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as disbursements and negotiated 
and canceled checks were examined on a test basis. Letters of confirmation were used, on a 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

Revenue accruing to’ the municipality from various sources was checked to pertinent 
trust fund transactions were reviewed. The town charter and records of the council n 
financial matters, were reviewed. Surety bond coverage was determined. 


‘The supplemental taxes, overlay, and unexpended balances in the code enforcement, planning board, police summer 
patrol and support of schools less tax abatements, and overdrafts in the fire department, traffic signals, property and 
Tiability insurance accounts were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 
‘The records did not indicate that the legislative body had authorized overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 

‘The actual revenue amounted to $582,752.65, as compared with an estimate of $575,802.14 for the year. The 
major variances occurred in the education, construction aid, public works and safe street act accounts, 


eRe RE 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS . . . . Cash balances of $213,169.55, which include general, special and petty cash accounts, were ac- 
counted for by bank deposits and cash on hand. 


INVESTMENTS . . . . Federal revenue sharing investment of $50,788.00 was in a bank certificate of deposit. 
Attention is directed to the amount of the deposit as it pertains to bank insurance coverage. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE .. . . Accounts receivable of $12,242.55 consisted principally of expenditures made 
for storm damage and payroll reimbursements for the Alcoholic Safety Program due from the State of Maine 
and special police service charges due from various sources. Unpaid sewer accounts totaled $315.00. 

‘Taxes receivable totaling $118,186.88 represented principally current year accounts of $114,024.45. The remaining 
balance of $4,162.43 was for prior year accounts dating from 1966. It was noted that variances existed between the 
detail substantiating taxes receivable and the ledger control accounts. A reserve for tax losses in the amount of 
$906.77 was established at audit date. It is suggested that appropriate action be taken to offset a balance and any 
variance be adjusted through the reserve for losses. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $20,314.29 and 
$5,552.18 respectively. 

DEFERRED CHARGE ... . A deferred charge in the amount of $11,184.00 was established for state aid road 
construction. Notes payable were subsequently issued to cover this amount per authority of the council. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... . Unespended departmental balances of $51,594.83 are car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. The federal - 
E. E. A. Program and the Bessey School Improvement Fund balances of $7,470.30 and $5,000.00 respectively were 
forwarded for future expenditure. 


‘The unappropriated surplus amounted to $310,040.27, an increase of $90,667.25 for the year. This change was 
‘occasioned principally by the unallocated excise tax revenue and the operational gain for the year, less transfers to re- 
-duce the tax levy and for operational purposes. 


T FUND . . . . The debs fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding 
‘notes of $151,500.00 and bonds of $1,175,000.00 which maure during the ensuing fifteen years. 


. Trust fund principals amounting to $12,404.38 and unexpended income 
funds are invested in public utility stocks and bank deposits.
